A process for increasing the boiling point of organic nitrogen species present 
within a liquid hydrocarbon feed wherein the said process comprises the steps as 
claimed in claim 15, wherein a liquid hydrocarbon comprising a reduced alkylating agent 
and organic nitrogen species of higher boiling point is generated and wherein the 
nitrogen species of higher boiling point are removed by fractionation, is not taught or 
fairly suggested in the prior art.
